crats are voting In their second state 
primary today to select nominees for 
governor, lieutenant governor and an 
ssociate justice of that state supreme 
court. 


Under the Texas law, to be declar- 


ed the nominee In the July primary 
a candidate must poll a majority of 
nil votes cast in bis race, and, fail- 
ing that, the two leaders contest for 
the honor in a "run off" primary. 


Joseph W. Bailey, former 
U. S. 
senator for Texas, and Pat M. Neft, 
of Waco, are the two contestants for 
the gubernatorial nomlnttion. 


Bailey Led 


Mr. Bailey led Neff by 2,522 vote* 


in the July primary, when B. P. Loo- 
ney, 
former state attorney general, 


and R. E. Thomason, speaker of the 
Texas house of representatives, were 
eliminated but polled sufficient vote* 
to keep either Bailey or Neff from 
obtaining a majority. 


Aside from his personal following 


In Texas, Mr. Bailey based the main 
appeal of his candidacy on an open 
espousal of the 'open shop" method 
of dealing with the labor problem. 
Mr. Neff made no direct statement on 
the question but received a scatter- 
ing endorsement from some Texas 
labor organisations and leaders. 


Mr. Bailey's war record was attack- 


ed by Mr. Neff in speeches through- 
out the state. Mr. Bailey retaliated 
by remarks that he sent his two sons 
into the army with his blessing and 
that Mr. Neff was young enough to 
serve but remained at home and cam 
paigned In a non-combatant status.

As the campaign reached its height, 


Governor Cox of Ohio, the democratic 
presidential nominee. Issued a state- 
ment that his was a "hands off" pol- 
icy insofar as the Texas gubernatorial 
contest was concerned and that that 
would be his attitude in all other lo- 
cal elections.

THEN AND NOW 


September 25 will mark the 230th anniversary 


of the birth of newspapers in America. 


This initial bow of the press was made at Bos- 


ton. It was named "Publick Occurrences." 


It frightened people of that day, just as news- 


papers seem fearful objects to some timid souls 
today. It was something new, something they 
hadn't seen before: therefore, it must not be. 


The Colonial legislative body immediately sup- 


pressed the first American newspaper. One issue 
only was published. And yet it contained noth- 
ing but news of the nearby neighborhood. It 
printed no editorials, no cartoon; it did not attack 
any person nor political party, and did not attempt 
to propagate any political or social doctrine. 


But they suppressed it. 
The country has progressed in the last 230 


years. Legislatures no longer suppress news- 
papers. Only a few judges^wjth 1690-model brains 
think they can gag the press By jailing editors. 


SOME RICHES! 


The world is beginning to wake up to the reck- 


less waste practiced for a half century and more 
in the production and use of its natural resources. 


Two-thirds of every ton of coal has gone up 


into the air or into the dump. 


Enormous volumes of natural gas have been 


allowed to escape to the limits of an earth at- 
mosphere.

MAY ADOPT GOLDBN VALLEY PLAN 
The suggestion that the office of county as- 


sessor be created on a civil service basis seems 
a good thing. While we are not kindly disposed 
to any more offices as a general thing, the crea- 
tion of a tax department in the county, in charge 
of a man competent intelligently to supervise 
the taxing power, would help do away with the 
glaring inequalities of the present system. 


The further recommendation of the county 


auditor* at the meeting in Bismarck last week 
that a plan of classification of lands be put into 
effect by the tax commissioner would mean the 
adoption of the plan originated in this country 
and used to good effect last year and this, it 
being demonstrated was the fairest and most 
equitable method of arriving at a just basis of 
taxation yet devised. This plan can be put into 
effect for about one and one^quarter cents an 
acre, but when once adopted would be carried on 
at very small expense, very much less expense, in 
fact, and with greater fairness to the landowner, 
than the catch-as-catch-can system now in vogue. 


It is plain if the tax commissioner's plan to 


place the tax rate at seven-tenths of a mill goes 
through that all hands may look for a boost in 
valuations that will make the past boosts look 
like thirty cents. It sounds good to make a talk 
About how the ***te levied-* four-mill tax four 
years ago and one and ninety-one hundredth mills 
last year, but when one stops to think that valua- 
tions have been boosted three or four hundred 
per cent it is difficult to see where the taxpayers 
are being benefited. In fact, all hands know by 
this time that" they are not being benefited, but 
robbed.—Beach Advance.

Strange Work Left by Mound Buildtr* 


N«v«r Has Had Aoythlng Uiks 


Satisfactory Explanation. 


The Serpent 
Efflgy 
mound, near 


Chlllicothe, Ohio, the strangest earth- 
vv ork left by the Mound Builders, la I 
one of the most striking and puzzling I 
creations that la to be found In the 
SUoto River valley. 
O\er all, the 


jnound Is more than 1.300 feet long, 
and depicts a serpent of several con- 
volution!!, jaws extended, iiuil an oval 
v\ Ithin the sraep of the huge jaw s. The 
Kroundvvork Is from two to four feet 
In height, and from three or four to 
to feet in thickness. Within the oval, 
he.vond the extended juvvs, "nrcheolo- 
gists have found an altar of stones and 
copper ornaments. 


An old Indian fighter who died In 


the We.st several years ago, nearly 
100 years old, declared he had heard 
a story In his younger days of a tribe 
of strange Indians In the Scloto val- 
ley who each jear held a fall festival 
and gave a great powwow on a snake's 
back. He said he never could under- 
stand the meaning of the story until 
later rn life when he heard of the 
Mound Builders. 
His recollection ofi 


thi- story, had It been fclven to stu- 
dents oft he mounds, might Imve served 
to give them new theories on which 
to haw? their research work. He said 
the strange race were supposed to sac- 
rifice a certain number of children 
bora under the first full moon of 
sprins. For this the Mound Builders 
migtit have used the stone altar which 
has been found.

this famous region. The forest rangers 
of the conservation commission sa.vs 
u writer In the Albany Journal, lust 
summer estimated the undesirable' re- 
sults that had followed the building of 
nearly BOO braver dams, anil found 
that an area of about 8,081 ai res had 
heun flooded, ami something like $51,- 
000 worth of good mere hantiibU' stand- 
ing timber was being destroyed 
Con- 


sidering that tho number of benvers, 
now estimated at about 18.000 Is be- 
lieved to be Increasing about 3000 a 
jenr, the damage bills fair to bc-come
